There was an adjourned meeting of 
the town council 6n Monday night, 
the chief business of which was the 
long and close consideration of the 
details of a proposed new building 
by-law for Vulcan, the completion of 
which has not yet been reached. This 
building by-law will particularly af¬ 
fect but a limited area of the town, 
and is designed to give protection to 
investment in the district to be des¬ 
ignated. Every good town has its cer¬ 
tain restrictions which prove to be an 
asset to the place.

, trs quite a period of years. This 
surely can be taken as a testimony to 
the rated excellence of the district by 
investors. 

Mr. and Mrs. Harry Nelson left 
Vulcan on the early train Sunday 
morning in response to information 
of the sudden death of Mrs. Harold 
Brown at Drumheller. Deceased was 
a sisto* of Mrs. Nelson and the wife 
of the clerk of the city of Drumheller 
She was the victim of heart disease. 
Interment of the body and services 
took place at High River, the former 
home of the deceased, and where 
members of the family still reside. 
Mrs. Brown was the daughter of Mr. 
John H. Partridge, of the town nam¬ 
ed. 

Mr. James Ross recently had a tel¬ 
ephone call put through from Vulcan 
to Columbus, Montana, which can be 
rated as one of the long long-distance 
calls. It was the longest distance 
conversation in which Mr. R. has ev¬ 
er participated,, but enquiry elicited 
the fact that now at the Vulcan ex¬ 
change that calls to Chicago, Winni¬ 
peg, and Vancouver, can not now be 
considered here as uncommon. The 
facility with which the connections 
were made was quite remarkable, and 
satisfactory, as the call was an en¬ 
quiry by Mr. Ross as to a case of ser¬ 
ious illness.

And Reasoning in 
the t negative, if the merchant does 
not satisfy the customer the customer 
will trade elsewhere, and if the cus¬ 
tomer trades elsewhere the merchant 
is deprived of the opportunity of 
striving to satisfy the customer. By 
trading at home with the home town 
merchants the people become the ar¬ 
chitects of their own business places. 
The y* create the demand and the 
home town merchant, assured of the 
demand, does not fail in meeting it. 
It is always more convenient to trade 
at home, and assured of your trade 
the home town merchants will find it 
quite convenient to meet every mer¬ 
chandise wish. Every citizen is in¬ 
terested in the growth and improve¬ 
ment of the community, but many of 
those who trade out-of-tpwn do not 
ralize that community improvements 
begin with the improvement of its 
business. The business of a town or 
city is its life-blood. Knowing this 
no citizen will stunt the natural and 
deserving expansion of his home 
while fostering that of another com¬ 
munity and its business. If it must 
be done in a spirit of selfishness, 
don't buy at home to help the mer¬ 
chant, but to help the home commun¬ 
ity and yourself. Thrust your busi¬ 
ness upon the local merchants and 
force them prosper, that they, pros¬ 
pering, will make the community 
prosper and bring more prospering 
merchants and buyers into town to in 
crease competition and through com¬ 
petition reduce prices, and increase 
quality and stocks to choose from. 

BETTER NOT SAY IT 

Bad news travels faster than good 
news. There is an old saying, “No 
news is good news.” Let a man be 
converted at a church service and 
there is not much of a stir, but let a 
resident be convicted of crime and the 
news leaps by word of mouth from 
one end of the community to the 
other. How thoughtlessly unkind we 
sometimes are V hen acquaintances of 
ours suffer misfortune! Troubles 
are bound to come to us all in some 
shape or form, and what we say about 
others today may apply to us to¬ 
morrow. News is no respecter of 
persons. We are prone to consider 
the ways of others not our ways when 
ve should be watching our own step. 
What folks say of one another some¬ 
times h«^ts more than anything they 
could have done. News, either good 
or bad, grows and becomes exagger¬ 
ated and distorted with peddling. 
When the news is good it makes no 
material difference how it is exag¬ 
gerated or distorted—it can never do 
anyone positive harm. But bad news 
given wings, may bring sorrow and 
ruin upon people who certainly are 
not deserving of a punishment beyond 
the penalty of their mistake. More 
charity for others will mean charity 
for ourselves, and we will gradually 
come to take a keener delight in re¬ 
porting something good of some per¬ 
son than something bad. Good is 
constructive,* bail is destructive. Just 
before you are about to let out a dit 
of “bad news," stop and think a 
moment. See if you can't think of 
something good to say in place of it. 
The chances are ten to one that you 
can and that you will. 

THE TAX ON GASOLINE 

An ordinary light car in Britain 
Pays a tax of $115 a year while in 
Canada it runs from $8 to $20. This 
tax naturally slows up the motor car 
industry there. Tile suggested plac¬ 
ing of a tax of 5 cents per gallon in 
Alberta is rather heavy and should 
not be introduced. We are now pay¬ 
ing 3 cents which is quite sufficient. 
The tendency to a universal five cent 
tax on gasoline is one that should be 
resisted. The average man, driving a 
small car 10,000 miles in a year! 
should not be required to pay $25 a 
year in gas tax plus his .license fees 
for the privilege of using what is a 
great instrumnt for economic and so 
cial progress. i 


LIMIT OF ENDURANCE 

That Kentucky mule which is re¬ 
ported to have demolished a small 
car with its bare hoofs appears, from 
the disclosed facts in the case, to 
have a fair measure of defense. The 
flivver crowded the animal and bump¬ 
ed it in the rear. That in itself was 
an insulting injury which no self-res¬ 
pecting mule with a pair of heels in 
working order could be expected— 

1 even by the most zealous pacifist—to 
ignore. ' As the flivver foolishly re¬ 
mained within range, the mule, act- 
i ing withih its right and maintaining 
| mule traditions, proceeded to loose a 
volley of kicks that reduced the of¬ 
fender to a junk pile. It is a fair sup¬ 
position that into every lunge of hoofs 
went vengeance - for innumerable and 
cumulative wrongs and insults debit¬ 
ed on the mule ledger to the account 
of the flivver—for mocking honks of 
horns, for stifling clouds of dust raised 
under the nose, for crowding off high¬ 
ways, for blinding flashes of lights 
and many other injuries to mule dig¬ 
nity and pride and peace. Truly, there 
are limits to endurance of wrongs and 
insults beyond which no mule, any 
more than man, is called upon to go. 
And that limit, both flivvers and men 
sometimes learn, is passed by aggres¬ 
sors at their peril. In “Gulliver’s 
Travels” there is a race of horses, 
the Houyhnhnm, that rules man, and 
treats him as he is accustomed to 
treat his horse. If there is ever a 
Houyhnhnm race of horses in real life, 
let automobile, truck and tractor be¬ 
ware. Mny have been the wrongs 
suffered by the equine race at the 
hands of gasoline-propelled vehicles. 

THE SALE OF TITLES 

No political party in Britain will 
deny that campaign funds are raised 
largely by the sale of titles. Lloyd 
George’s hold on the leadership of the 
Libera! party is due to his control of 
a very extensive fund raised while 
he was Prime Minister. Although 
he is a strong temperance advocate, 
he made peers of three manufactur¬ 
ers of whiskey, who no doubt paid 
handsomely for the honor, if honor it 
be, that is bought with cash. This 
method of raising campaign funds is 
less reprehensible than that which 
prevails in Canada and the United 
States where large contributors ex¬ 
pect to be repaid in contracts or con¬ 
cessions which in the end come out 
of th public. So let us not plume our¬ 
selves that we are superior to others 
merely because having no titles, we 
have none to sell. 

PROTECT OUR ROADS 

This paper firmly believes that 
more stringent regulations should be 
enacted by the provincial highways 
department governing the use of 
roads by truck companies in the early 
spring and fall. Today our main 
travelled roads at several points are 
almost impassable owing to heavy 
destruction wrought to them by driv¬ 
ers of heavily laden trucks and bus¬ 
ses. Down in Ontario in addition to 
limiting the weight of trucks and 
their loads it is recommended to ap¬ 
point inspectors to see that the regu¬ 
lations are carried out. Here the 
speed cops could do this work at lit¬ 
tle cost. The salaries of these men 
would be paid out of the money now 
spent annually in repairs to roads 
that are damaged by many drivers, 
who care very little what they do so 
long as they can effect a passage and 
collect their freight or express charg- 


FOUND ON THE DOOR-STEP 

Can you visulize opening the door 
on a cold winter’s morning and find¬ 
ing a strange looking bundle. Upon 
examination, a new born baby is dis¬ 
closed, wrapped in a piece of old 
blanket, with a bottle of hot water to 
stimulate warmth. No clue to the 
rtiother can be found. What would 
you do? Naturally your first thought 
would be the police but what can 
they do with the helpless infant. The 
above incident is an actual happening 
at one of our Western hospitals? 
Recently, the officials of one of the 
Railway Companies telephoned for an 
officer to come to the depot immed¬ 
iately. She found a new born baby 
wrapped in newspapers, without trace 
of the mother. Salvation Army 
Grace Hospitals have become “moth¬ 
er” to a number of such unfortunate 
children in Western Canada. Thank 
God for such havens where these 
helpless infants can be given a fair 
start in life.

Alberta, 
is a big market For goods manufac¬ 
tured in Ontario factories by Ontar¬ 
io workmen. If two or three million 
tons of Ontario’s coal needs were 
purchased here in Alberta, there 
would be that much more money with 
which to buy other Canadian goods. 
If the money goes to Pennsylvania 
miners and operators, Ontario manu¬ 
facturers and factory workers won’t 
get much of it.

j SLATES SCHOOL SYSTEM 

■ “Our present system of education 
is entirely unsatisfactory” is the 

| opinion of Mr. G. W. Gorman, chief 
I inspector of High Schools who spoke 
I last week at Calgary on the Alberta

| found with the present system of ed-

treme localism” or local jealousy 
which existed between the rural dis¬ 
tricts and that nothing could he ac¬ 
complished until in these rural dis¬ 
tricts was developed a keen spirit of 
co-operation among themselves be¬ 
cause “no small district can of itself 
supply the needed high school instruc 
tion nor the necessary supervision.

7. Regard your woodland as you 
would a coal mine, cut every tree, 
sell.the timber and wear the cleared 
land out cultivating it in corn. 

8. Hold fast to the idea that the 
methods employed by your grand¬ 
father are good enough for you.

Southern Alberta shows up remark 
ably well in the statistical sheets and 
crop district map recently issued by 
the W. Sanford Evans Statistical 
Service. This report covers the per¬ 
iod from August 1 to. March 15, and 
reveals the following interesting 
facts: 

First—Total grain shipments for 
the three provinces: Alberta, 115,832,- 
936; Saskatchewan, 184,044,414; Man-’ 
itoba, 21,731,372. 

Second—Crop District No. 2, which 
includes most of the Lethbridge rail¬ 
way division, but not -all of it* has 
shipped 21,102,523 bushels which is 
approximately 600,000 bushels short 
of matching the whole Manitoba ship 
rnents. 

Third—Crop Districts No. 1, 2 and 
3 including what has been called the 
“Dry Areas” has shipped approxi¬ 
mately 60,000,000 bushels or more 
than half the whole marketed crop of 
the p*ovince. 

Fourth—The same area has ship¬ 
ped one-third of the total Saskatche¬ 
wan crop. 


NOTABLE FLIGHT 

The notable flight of the Bremen 
westward from Ireland across the At¬ 
lantic was heard with much joy 
throughout the world and particular¬ 
ly in Canada. The safe arrival of 
these three men at Greenly Island 
was U"uly providential and they can 
well Uiank God for their deliverance 
from death on the Atlantic or in the 
wilds of Labrador. The airmen were' 
lost and feared they would never 
reach land and Baron Huenfeld ,was 
ready, so it is said, to shoot compan¬ 
ions and himself if the worst came to 
the worst. The first hour out from 
Ireland the Bremen met good weath¬ 
er and everything went fine. With 
darkness came fog arid' - a blizzard 
and on top ‘of that the lighting sys¬ 
tem refused to function. They trav¬ 
elled 400 miles north in the dark in¬ 
stead of west and when the lights 
were adjusted they endeavored to go 
back to their right course. The wea¬ 
ther was getting more menacing and 
the plane had to fly low for the lat¬ 
ter part of the journey. The gasoline 
meanwhile was getting low and they 
began to seek a place to land. When 
they arrived at Greenly Island the 
fog lifted sufficiently long to enable 
them to land at a little lake near tne 
government lighthouse. Then they 
landed and the impact hroke the ice 
covering the lake and damaged the 
tail part of the Bremen and propeller 
shaft. The airmen were taken care 
of by the lighthouse keeper and word 
was sent to the world that the flyers 
were safe. 

Then followed a keen race as to 
who would first get to the stranded 
flyers and despite a terrific blizzard 
and heavy fog three Canadian airmen 
succeeded in making the trip, namely 
Dr. Cuisnnier, Duke Schiller and Thi- 
bault from Murray Bay. Duke Schil¬ 
ler returned with J. J. Fitzmaurice, 
the Irish airman to Quebec, while 
Baron Huenefeld and Capt. Koehl re¬ 
mained at Greenly Bay to make plans 
for repairs of the Bremen to fly to 
New York. Word came on Wednes¬ 
day that the Bremen will be aban¬ 
doned and the German flyers will 
make the trip to Quebec city in a res¬ 
cue plane provided by Canada. The 
three heroes will be properly acclaim¬ 
ed by the Quebec officials upon arriv¬ 
al.

Calgary Power Co. Will Build Dam 
on Ghost River at Coat of $2,000,000 
to Supply Poi r er Here. 

The construction o f a new power 
plant on the Bow ri ret at the junc¬ 
tion of that stream with Ghost river 
by the Calgary Power company will 
cost more than $2,000,000 in the opin¬ 
ion of engineers who know something 
of the site. The plant will distribute 
power as far south as Lethbridge and 
I to Red Deer on the north. Officers 
of the company have nothing to say 
about the plans, or when tenders will 
be called for. They await the return 
of G. A. Gaherty, managing director 
of the company, who is on his way to 
Calgary from the east. It is stated 
that the Ghost development will pro¬ 
duce some* 15,000 horse-power. 

Engineers who have looked over 
the site believe that the cost of the 
dam will be more than $1,000,000. 
The dam has to be extended a long 
distance south of the present river 
bed in order to create the big storage 
pond which is planned. 

The big advantage to be gained in 
the construction of the Ghost dam is 
the creation of a large impoundage. 
It is estimated that the pondage will 
amount to 40,000 acre feet of water. 
The impoundage at Kananaskis is ap¬ 
proximately 2000 acre feet. It will 
be seen that this much larger pond¬ 
age will make it possible for the com¬ 
pany ' to hold in reserve a large 
amount of power to meet peak de¬ 
mands. Of course aH the water used 
at the upper plants at Kananaskis 
will make power again at the Ghost 
plant. When this last unit is in oper 
ation the water of the Bow will work 
three times, at the Kananaskis plant, 
the Horseshoe plant and the Ghost 
plant.

The 
world’s duration record today is only 
50 hours and to cross the Atlantic 
requires about 40 hours if luck is 
with the flyer. 

An English airplane designer ad¬ 
vertised fjbr a man or woman to ac¬ 
company him on a flight from London 
to New York in July and received 
400 applications, 80 of whom were 
women. He proposes to fly in a fly¬ 
ing boat of his- own design. It will 
have six engines, four of which will 
be kept in reserve. 

Watchful waiting is being main¬ 
tained by Canadian oil interests as to 
the plans of the Canadian Eagle, 
Canadian subsidiary of the Dutch 
Shell. Rumors are plentiful that The 
Eagle will enter the Alberta field on 
a big scale in competition with the 
Imperial but this talk has not been 
confirmed. 

Illinois gasoline tax, which brings 
in a revenue of from $700,000 to $1,- 
000,000 a month, has been declared 
unconstitutional. The Ontario Gov¬ 
ernment will please note. We are 
paying three cents a gallon now and 
finding no fault, but if, as threatened 
it is to be raisel, the worm may turn. 
—Border Cities Staff. 

New Zealand butter has been play¬ 
ing hob with the Canadian butter 
market and now the Canadian produc 
er has begun to hit back at the far¬ 
mers under the Southern Cross. Last 
week Canada landed 50,000 dozen 
eggs in Aukland, New Zealand, and 
brought the market for local spher¬ 
oids down two cents. 

The minister of health has secured 
the services of F. T. Cook as direc¬ 
tor of its lecture and literature work. 
It is planned to have two travelling 
health clinics sent out this summer 
about May 8. The first clinic will be 
held at High Prairie and then up in 
the near north and Peace River dis¬ 
trict following. Some eighty centres 
are on the list for clinics this year. 
Each party will comprise a surgeon, 
dentist, and three nurses. 

Interrogated by a newspaper man 
on various baseball questions, Babe 
Ruth said that three rules were up¬ 
permost in is mind for a ball player 
to observe—cut out smoking and 
drinking; get enough sleep; get tne 
right things to eat. Asked what 
books he read, he replied: ‘‘a ball 
player don’t have time to read and it 
isn’t good for the eyes. A ball play¬ 
er lasts only as long as his legs and 
eyes. He can’t take any chances on 
his eyes.” 

The Ontario Department of High¬ 
ways are' to take a decided stand re¬ 
garding the question of cutting weeds 
on public highways. Henceforth it 
will be Compulsory for township coun 
cils to cut all noxious weeds on the 
highways as often as it is necessary 
to prevent their going to seed. On 
their failing to comply with the law 
the department will withhold the 
highway grant which is a substantial 
sum. The government will pay 30 
per cent, subsidy of the cost of cut¬ 
ting weeds. The greatest difficulty 
careful farmers experience is with 
that pest, the dirty farmer, who 
makes no effort to control noxious 
weeds in the fields, and the result is 
that his neighbor is compelled to bear 
his grievance.—Whitby Gazette. 

TUSSAUD’S REVIVED 

Madame Tussaud’s is to be revived 
in London in a week or two. Three 
years ago “Madame Tussaud’s, the 
world famous palace of waxwork fig¬ 
ures in the Marylebone Road, was 
destroyed by fire. Fortunately the 
moulds of the effiges had been pre¬ 
served, and fresh replicas hav£ now 
been made. The new Madame Tus- 
saud’s, a $5,000,000 building embody¬ 
ing an exhibition, a cinema and a res¬ 
taurant will reoplh with all its old 
glories revived and many new ones 
^dded. Its ancient and most celebra¬ 
ted attraction was the “Chamber of 
Horrors,” a gruesome, stone-paved, 
dim-lighted cellar people with the life 
like figures of rogues and murderers 
set amid all sorts of nerve-shattering 
accessories. Legend has it that $500 
was offered to any visitor who would 
spend the night there alone. The 
new “Chamber of Horrors,” it is said 
will be an even creepier place than 
the old. It will be a dark, eric sepul¬ 
chre with weird lights and a careful¬ 
ly cultivated graveyard smell, but 
whether the old offer will be renewed 
it is early to say. One fancies that 
in the post war period the manage¬ 
ment may find it too expensive a 
proposition.

MADE FIRST FLIGHT 

British Airmen, Alcock and Brown, 
Made First Flight Across the At¬ 
lantic in 1919. 

In view of the successful flight of 
the Bremen across the Atlantic from 
Ireland to Labrador and the fame 
which naturally goes to these three 
intrepid airmen for their daring, it is 
well for Britishers to keep in mind 
the fact of the far more remarkable 
trans atlantic flight in 1919 by Cap¬ 
tain Alcock and Lieut. Brown. Here 
is the story of what must go down 
in history as the greatest in flying his 
time of 16 hours and 12 minutes. 

In 1919 the first non-stop, trans- 
Atlantic airplane flight was made by 
two members of the British air ser¬ 
vice, Capt. J. Alcock and Lt. Arthur 
W. Brown, in a plane, the Vickers- 
Vimy which was fitted with two Rolls 
Royce motors of 350 h.p. and an in¬ 
creased gasoline capacity of 865 gal¬ 
lons, giving an estimated flying ra¬ 
dius of 2,440 miles. 

’ These intrepid Britons captured the 
London Daily Mail prize of $50,000 
and set a new world’s long distance 
non-stop airplane flight record, by 
covering 1,960 miles in a total flight 
time of 16 hours and 12 12 minutes. 

About June 1, 1919, Capt. Alcock 
and Lieut Brown arrived at St. Johns 
Newfoundland, and proceeded to have 
their plane, the Vickers-Vimy, erect¬ 
ed on the Mount Pearl aerodrome, 
which had been used in March of the 
same year by the unsuccessful Sop- 
with plane. 

After waiting several days for fav¬ 
orable weather they started their 
flight June 14, at 4:28 p.m., Green¬ 
wich mean time, in tHe direction of 
Ireland. Weather conditions were de¬ 
cidedly unfavorable. In spite of these 
difficulties the plane landed at Clif- 
den, Ireland, at 8:40 a.m., Greenwich 
mean time, June 15. This was the 
only non-stop trans-Atlantic flight 
made up to the time the American, 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, piloted the 
Spirit of St. Louis from New York to 
Paris, in the spring of 1927. 

CAUSE OF PRINCE'S FALLS 

Hysterical women who , crowd 
around the jumps at point to point 
race meetings in which the Prince of 
Wales rides, are blamed by the Sun¬ 
day Express for many of the recent 
falls of his royal highness. The news 
paper under the caption “Fair play 
for the prince,’ prints the statement 
that these women crowd the prince 
and his horse with shrill cries of wel¬ 
come when they are about to take the 
jump with the result that the mount 
is frightened and its rider often 
thrown. The paper states that hunt¬ 
ing circles have decided unless these 
demonstrations cease, precautions 
will be taken to see that the prince 
has a sporting chance in the future.
